Merely dig a trench wide 
enough and deep enough to accomodate the roots of the plants. Unpack or open the bundles, spread the roots in the 
trench and cover with soil. After soil is levelled in the trench tramp with weight on your heel to firmly press soil around 
the roots, and water well. Plants heeled-in in this manner will hold four a week or more before planting.
